It was Eddie Morris talking, and his-theme was ‘‘improvement 
of the modern hockey game.’’ Te advocated two changes in, the 
rules; namely, the return of seven men hockey and the employ. 
ment of two officials in a game. There is much to be said in its 
favor. ‘ 

On the other hand one might easily counter that the game is 
attracting a maximum attendance of spectators and must be satis- 
fying to the public. You couldn't possibly interest or thrill the 
public by a greater degree than they are now affected. Edmonton, 
for instance, is turning out approximately ten per cent. of her 
population on an average ef once every five days all winter long 
to Western Canada League games, and the other cities in the cir- 
cuit are doing about the same. It is almost impossible to ‘better 
this attendance, and it is in the final analysis attendance that 
proves the popularity of a gene. - 

You might as well try ‘‘to paint the lily, smooth the ice, or gild 
refined gold’’ as try to improve the game of hockey as it is played 
today. At least that is what a great many people would say in 
answer to the proposition of making a change. ‘ 

Nevertheless it seems to me that Mr. Morris has got the right 
idea. One official cannot possibly handle the game properly. He 
has to be a speed hound to keep up with the play to be in a position 
to accurately call offsides, and in addition the same physical con- 
dition of a player is required of him in order to keep going. * It is 
inevitable that officials of well known ability are apt to be old 
players who are getting along in years, and consequently cannot 
uttain the physical condition of the more youthful players. Be- 
sides one official has to follow the puck all the time, and cannot 
possibly see what is going on behind his back, or on some other 
part of the playing field. 

The present six men hockey with its system of three men de- 
fence and sometimes four makes for an unbalanced attack. Rushes 
of one and two men are far removed from the pretty spectacle of 
three men sweeping down the ice. Neither is the one and two men 
attack as effective as the three men. 

We agree with Eddie Morris that the finest thnig in hockey 
would be a three men attack and a three men defence. The 
spectators would get all the thrills ofa balanced attack with its 
quick snappy passing, a man in center ice and one on either side 
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of him, and they would get the tough three men defence. 

The element of suspense would still be prseent for the specta 
tors. For it would be a tough proposition even with a three men 
attack to solve a three men defence. 

In short, to analyze the whole proposition, the spectators

The min- 
ute that is gone interest in the game is gone.

The Board of Trade of Prince Rupert is calling 
attention to the fact that their port is also located 
on the Pacific ocean, also ice-free the year round, 
also at the end of a_ transcontinental railway 
which cuts across the wheat belt, and thus equally 
as well located as Vancouver to become a great 
outlet for prairie grain. As yet the port is with- 
out clevator accommodation, little if anything has 
been done to develop the trade, and it is doubtful 
if any Alberta grain has yet taken ship there for 
markets abroad. It is with a view to getting 4 
start made in the provision of the necessary har- 
bor facilities that the Prince Rupert business men 
are seeking to stir up attention elsewhere.

DruryandEx-Ministers Have “Broadened Out”’ 


Farming No Longer Chief Interest of Cabinet 


Manning Doherty and Peter 
Smith Have Both Left the 


Farm — Drury Now Inter- 
ested in Real Estate and 
Biggs in Overalls — Rollo 
Has Become an Adolescent 
Act Inspector—Changes in 
Occupations of the Late 
Ontario Cabinet.

P if the new Ontario legislature, opened 
just a week or so ago, sit on the right of 
the speaker a row of new ministers. And 

on the other side, inconspicuously, sit all that 
are left of those who formerly held these seats 
of the government, the survivors of the late 
Drury cabinet, the interesting FarmemLabor 
cabinet, who during their four years of office 
attracted so much attention and aroused 80 much 
controversy. 

Hon. E. C. Drury, the Farmer premier, not 
only lost power but failed to gain a seat, Miss- 
ing also are the faces of his former ministers, 
Mills, Grant, Rollo, Smith and Carmichael, al! 
of them defeated iast June in the upbeaval which 
swept the United Farmers of Ontario from 
political power and brought the Conservatives 
in on the crest of the wave. 

Of the Prury government, tuese ministers 
survived and may be seen on a little group on 
the left of the speaker: Manning Doberty, W. E. 
Raney, H. C. Nixon, F. C. Biggs and Beniah 
Lowman 

So that except for the fact that the above 
five still bold seais in the legislature under the 
leadership of Manning Doberty, they may be said 
to have retired from public life. Certainly they 
have retired from power. What effect bad their 
four years of office on their lives and on their 
private careers’ Wid they resume the latter 
where they left off when they were so dramatic- 
ally called unexpectedly to office in 1919, or 
have they changed their course? 

The answer to the latter question is: They 
have and they haven't. Some of them are as they 
were. Others are following new paths, 

When the Drury cuninet was formed in 1919 
eight of the members, tnucluding the premier, 
were bona fide farmers. Of the other three, 
one, Raney, who became attorney-general, was 
a lawyer; and the other two were labor men— 
Rolio a bruom maker by trade, and Mills an en- 
gine driver on the C.P.R. Their occupations 
have entirely changed. In some they have not 
changed at all. In others, the ex-ministers, 
while retaining their former interests, have 
“broadened out" and acguired others, 

The former premier comes in the last class 
He bias “broadened out” a little. When the news 
cf his deieat came to lim last June be said: 
“I am guing back to private life.” And he kept 
his word. He has lived on tis fine 200-acre farm 
at Crown Hill, near Barrie, evet since, except for 


trips to Toronto subsequent to defeat and casual” 


trips since. 

But while Mr. Drury seems to have taken up 
his farming exactly where he teft off, at the 
same time bis energies have found a wider field. 
Por one thing be is now wa meniber of the Toronto 
board of trade, anomalous as this may seem for 
a Barrie farmer who hase wo Toronto residence. 
And then about two weeks ago the formation was 
aunounced of a new company to handle mortgage 
and real estate investment business, of which 
Mr. Drury is president and Magning Doherty 
one of the directors. 


No Longer a Farmer Only 
M* DOHERTY is one of the former farmers 
who bas indeed ceased to be one. When 


he was made minister of agriculture in the 
Drury government, be came indeed “straight 
from the farm,” from his fine farm near Malton 
where his forebears had lived for four genera- 
tions. Not that he was a “hayseed” in any sense 
of the word—it is a well-known fact that Mr. 
Doherty, botb in the last and the present legis- 
latures, can bold bis own against all comers, be 
they Liberal or Conservative, as the smartest- 
looking and best dressed man ip the House. He 
was also credited with being extremely well-to-do, 

He still keeps his farm, but he has ceased to 
be a farmer, and has become a city man with an 
office downtown, away up in a high building, 
that is worthy of a bank president or the bead of 
a railroad. One of those stately, subdued, ma- 
hoguny furnished offices, where the visitor takes 
his bat off as if Lhe were in church, and speaks 
in whispers for fear of disturbing the god of 
ligh finance. ; 

Mr. Doherty is partner in a firm of invest- 
ment bankers which was formed a few months 
after the defeat of the late government, He is 
also president of an thsurance company. He is 
a director of the new mortgage and real estate 
firm of which Mr. Drury ts president. He has 
other business interests as well. In addition he 
is a director of the United Farmers Co-operative 
Company and leader in the legislature of the 
survivors of the late goverument. 

So that in effect be has ceased to be a farmer, 
or, rather, be is now in Lhe class of one of those 
city men like R. J. Pieming or Sir Henry Pellatt, 
who runs a farm as a sideline or bobby. Asa 
matter of fact, Mr. Doherty, who is now the 
owner of a home in Toronto, was thinking 
chiefly of his two boys when be decided to settle 
down there. The elder is attending the Univer- 
tity of Toronto and the other is at school, 

Peter Smith, who was provineial treasurer in 
the Drury gvusernment, is another farmer who 
has become a city man. bkormerly be was pro- 
prietor of the splendid Clovervar stock farm

business magnates of the city into which he used 
personally to drive in with his milk and cream 
as a farmer magnate who was not above doing 
the farm routine, 

Mr. Smith has not only ceased to be a farmer 
but a legislator. For at the last election South 
Perth did not re-elect him, 

F. C. Biggs, who was minister of public 
works and highways, is back in the House as a 
private member. He has not ceased to be a 
farmer. His estate of 400 acres up at Christie's 
Corners, near Dundas, is still his prime interest. 
Its management is a big task even for the man 
who showed himself capable of handling the 
roadbuilding of the roads of the province, but 
Mr. Biggs has enough energy left over to 
“broaden out” also, like his leader, Mr. Drury, 
by acquiring business interests as well, 

Shortly after the defeat of the government 
in June last Mr. Biggs bought a substantial hold- 
ing in a firm manufacturing overalls and shirts. 
He became a director in the company, which has 
a factory in Brantford and another in Waterloo, 
and employs over 200 hands. 

W. E. Raney is one of the former Drury min- 
isters who has taken up his career exactly where 
he left off. After four turbulent years as attor- 
ney-general in which he was the storm centre of 
the government and the driving power behind 
the enforcement of the Ontario Temperance Act, 
he has gone back to the comparative quietude 
of his law practice. Mr. Raney was offered but 
refused the leadership of his party in the legis- 
lature. However, he is still a member sitting 
in opposition to the Conservative party, and no 
doubt his surplus energies will find an outlet 
in many a tilt with the foes of his four years 
of power before the session grows much older, 
especially, as seems likely, if there is any at- 
tempt to bring about a referendum on _ the 
O.T.A, 

Four Simon Pure Farmers 

THER former ministers who have gone back 

to their pre-political interests, to all intenis 
and purposes as they Jeft them in 1919, are 
Messrs. Nixon, Grant, Bowman and Carmichael. 
Two of them, H. C. Nixon and Beniah Bowman, 
the former provincial secretary and minister of 
jJands, forests and mines, respectively, came 
étraight from their farms, on which they have 
spent the winter, at the beginning of this ses- 
sion to take the seats which they retained at the 
Jast election. Mr. Nixon, who was the youngest 
member of the Drury cabinet, and now at the 
age of 33 finds himself an ex-minister, lives on 
the farm near the village of St. George, some 
twelve miles from Brantford, which became the 
homestead of his family at the end of the eight- 
eenth century. Mr. Bowman has a 100-acre farm 
at Long bay on Manitoulin island. 

R. H. Grant, who was minister of education 
under Premier Drury, and Col. Dougall Car- 
michael, who was a minister without portfolio 
and member of the Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
mission, are back on their farms untrdmeled 
even by the possession of a seat in the legisla- 
ture, for both suffered defeat in the last elec-
